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FORMATION OF ISLANDS, 


THEIR CREATION DUE TO VOLCANIC 


ERUPTIONS AND OTHER CAUSES. 


Scientific Information Not Given in tho 


Geographic*—Islands Which Have Been 
Blown Up from the Ocean'i Bottom. 
Detached Piece* of land. 


Your ordinary tert book of geography, 
' "as the is written," talks barely and baldly 


aboot the size of countries, their boundaries, 
their rivers and lakes, capes and head lands, 
their populations, their religions and their 
chief products. 
These are all facts, no 


doubt; but t&sy are facts which resemblo 
pearl* destitute of any string whereby they 
may be converted into a necklace and thus 
made useful and ornamental both. My be- 
lief, therefore, leads to the assertion that we 
should become more scientific—but not there- 
by lea* popular—In our geographical teach- 
ing in schools; and this very subject of islands 
thorn the way of reform. Science, in this 
sense, dives below the bare facts of the text 
books, and seeks to give reasons for these 
tacts. It places itself In the position of on 
expositor and expounder of the manner in 
which our world and Us affairs have come to 
•Mime their existing order. 


DUE TO VOLCANIC ACTION. 


Geographically, all islands are regarded as 


of much the same constitution. They are de- 
tached masses of land, surrounded by sea, 
and differing, to the mind of the sohoolboy 
or schoolgirl, chiefly in size. Australia is a 
big island; Madagascar is not so big, and 
from Ceylon onward to Mauritius or the 
Azores there ore found all degrees and grada- 
tions of magnitude. This, with a few details 
about the quarters of the world in which 
islands exist, and with some ideas about pro- 
ducts and peoples, complete the geographical 
knowledge of the average man and woman. 


Science takes up the matter where common- 


placo geography ends its story. It asks, first 
of all, what islands really are, and how one 
island differs from another. As a result of its 
investigations, science soon discovers that 
islands may be divided by their nature into 
two distinct sets or classes. Of these two 
divisions, the first includes islands which can 
lay claim to that title from the first day of 
their existence, in that tthey have never 
formed part and parcel of any larger mass of 
land. Thus we first distinguish the so called 
"volcanic" islands, which, like the Azores, 
have been thrust up from the sea depths by 
volcanic action, to form detached masses of 
land existing, it may be, many miles from a 
continent or mainland. 


Then comes a second class of islands which 


are called "continental," because, whatever 
their size, form or situation, we can prove 
them to be geologically part and parcel of a 
bigger tract of land. They are separated and 
disjoined fragments, so to speak, of a larger 
land mass. Under this head are to be included 
many islands we know. The British islands 
are simply detached parts of the European 
continent; just as Trinidad is a fragment of 
South America; or as the Malay archipelago 
represents the broken up land which, once 
upon a time in its hale and solid state, con- 
nected Asia and Australia. Even Now Zea- 
land and Madagascar are continental islands 
in their way, althougn the exact dates of 
their separation may bo very hard to trace in 
tho mists of geological time, 
TUX DUTERKSCI SCUKTOTCALLY EXPLAINED 


Having thus succeeded in distinguishing 


between islands which, like St. Helena, the 
Azores, the Galapagos and so forth, represent 
the eruptions into the earth's outside mass of 
volcanic master, and those which, like Brit- 
ain, Trinidad and the West Indies, aro really 
the detached pieces of large land tracts, it be- 
hooves us to inquire further into the history 
of each group. They are separated from 
their mainlands, it may be, by abysses of 
ocean. On the other hand the continental 
islands have, relatively, shallow seas separat- 
Ingthem from their nearest continents. 


Witness, to prove this statement, tho Ger- 


man ocean, the English channel, the sea be- 
tween Trinidad and America or the general 
depth of the seas around the Malayan Isl- 
ands. We find a test not only of the nature 
of an island in the depth of tho seas around it 
—apart from its rock structure—but in the 
case of the continental islands wo can assure 
ourselves of the length of time they hare 
been separated from their mainlands by hav- 
ing regard to the same matter of ocean deep- 
ness. 


The Azores, as volcanic islands, are thus 


separated from Portugal by sea varying 
from 2,000 to 2,500 fathoms. Within a short 
distance from the islands themselves the sea 
is about 1,000 fathoms deep; within 800 miles 
it is 1,800 fathoms, and soon deepens to 8,500. 
With the Bermudas tho case is similar-; some 
450 miles off we reach the sea bottom at 
8,825 and 8,875 fathoms. St. Helena has sea 
of 8,960 fathoms deep between it and Africa, 
some 1,100 miles off, Contrariwise, the sea 
around o*T own shores is comparatively shal- 
low; but, as I have remarked, whenever > 
continental island shows, like Madagascar, a 
deep channel between it and its main land, 
the story such depth tells us is one of long de- 
tachment from the mother country. 


PLAKT ASD AimtAT. LIFE. 


So far, islands have shown us thatgeologic- 


ally their history is interesting in respect of 
the marked variation between the two classes. 
Not less interesting is the additional evidence 
about islands which their mimais and plants 
have to tell. Whence, let us ask, have de- 
tached Islands, like the Azores, obtained their 
animals and plants! Upraised from the sea 
bed, as have been these islands, their living 
population must havo been derived from 
other and previously peopled lands. This sup- 
position is confirmed by our finding that on 
the Azores we discover no animals or plants 
—excluding those of man's introduction— 
which are not found on the Portuguese coast. 
The rabbits, weasels, mice and a single kind 
of lizard found in the Azores are importa- 
tions. 


The birds which, of course, can fly over the 


intervening sea, are those of Europe; such 
also are the Insects, and such, again, ore the 
plants. In a word, there is nothing about 
the animate and plants of the Azores which 
we cannot explain by reference to their Eu- 
ropean origin. Then also, on such detached 
islands, we cannot expect to find native 
quadrupeds or frogs; for these animals will 
not face and brave along swim in the sea. 
In a word, it is precisely those animals and 
plants which have ways and means of con- 
veyance over tracts of sea which people 
these distant islands and come to live and 
flourish thereon. 


Very different is tho case with our conti- 


nental jslftnd*. Here the animals and plants 
are those of tho adjacent mainland, altered 
and modified only in so far as the length of 
the separation of the islands indicates and 
allows. Our British nnimftlq and plants are 
those of the continent, and the life of Trin- 
idad is that of South America, because there 
has been no time, practically, for change. 
But in Madagascar, Australia and New Zea- 
land, as islands long separated, each from its 
mainland, we find living things utterly un- 
lik»tbe great land mass from which each 
island was derived. Thus it is that together 
geology and biology teach us much about 
Islands of which geography takes no heed.— 
Jjondon Raws.

They put a spotter on tho car, 
and, by Jove! they found that he was pnttm' 
the whole $5 into his own pocket He got his 
walking papers, and, sir, ho had cheek enough 
to go up afterwards, bold as you please, and 
demand an explanation of his discharge from 
the super.

The Law of Congress Which Estab- 


lished It. 


IHB ILIBGAL MKTHODi BKBORTKD 


TO TO CIO8K IT. 


An «*h»o*tlT* Review of tlie Whole 


Subject-Senator St«w«rt'« latter to 


irindom. 


April 32, 1889. 


Sn:—On March 3, 1863, »n Act was 


passed appropriating $100,000 for tbe es- 
tablishment of a branch mint at Carson 
City, Nevada, the first section of which 
declares that:— 


"A branch of ths mint of the United 


States be located and established at Caraou 
City, in the Territory o' Nevada, for the 
coi»age of gold and silver." (12 U. S. 
Stat., p. 770.) 


In Jane, 1868, an amendment to Ihe son- 


dry civil appropriation bill, providing for 
the snm of $150,000 for the completion of 
tb* Carson mint, was reported to the Sen- 
ate by tbe Commi.tee on Appropriations. 
Mr. Fessenden, who had been Secretary 
of the Treasury, was then a member of tbe 
Senate. 
He said tbat be was opposed to 


establishing a mint at Carson City anises 
the Government was committed to the 
policy of having one there. He thought 
tbe project bad been abandoned, but when 
the Act of March 3, 1863, establishing tbe 
Mint, was called to his attention, he re- 
marked:— 


"It it has been decided to have a mint 


there I bave nothing farther to say." 
(Congressional Globe, 1867—'68, 2d Ses- 
sion, 40th Congress, part 4, p. 3,578.1 


The appropriation waa mad? and has 


been followed by annual appropriations 
ever since, not only to complete the iasti- 
tntiou, hot to continue it in operation as a 
Mint, and the intention of Congress to 
bave it conducted as a Mint has been made 
manifest in every appropriation by pro- 
viding for the pa; of ail officers, and for 
all material necessary to carry on coinage 
operations. 


Section 3,495 of the Bttvised Statutes 


provides:— 


"The different Mints and as*ay offices 


•ball be known as ' * " * Fourth. 
Tbe Mint ol the United States at Carson." 


The Act of March 3, 1863, established 


the Carson mint for the coinage of gold and 
silver. It has never been repealed. There 
is no provision in it or any other Act by 
which socb coinage operations can be dis- 
continued. 


Section 3,496 provides: 
"Tha officers of eacn Mine Bii»u iu> * 


Superintendent, an Assayer, a Melter and 
Refiner and a Coiner." 


Section 3,498 provides: 
"The officers of tbe several Mints shall 


be entitled to the following salaries, to be 
paid monthly " * 


"Fourth. The Superintendent of tbe 


mint at >Carson City to three thousand 
dollars a year. 


"Fifth. The Assayer, the Melter and 


Beflner and Ihe Coiner of tbe Mint at 
Carton City to two thousand five hundred 
dollars a year each." 


Annual appropriations for the payment 


ol the salaries of these offioers have been 
continually made. This would not have 
been done if Congress had not intended 
that coinage operation* should be carried 
OB. 


The Silver Coinage Aet of February 28, 


1878, provides tbat the Secretary of the 
Treasury tball bny, for coinage, at the 
marktt price, not less than two, nor more 
than four million dollars' worth of silver 
bnllion per month. The Director of tbe 
Mint, however, has made regulations the 
effects of which are (as I shall hereafter 
•bow) to deny the payment of the market 
price for silver bullion to persona offering 
snch bnllion for sale at the Carson Mint. 


Section 3,526 provides for the purchase 


of silver bnllion at the various Mints and 
assay offices of the United States. It 
oould not be purchased elsewhere with 
convenience because there would te no 
official information at hand as to ils valae. 
It is also provided by this section that.— 


"Tbe gain arising from the coinage of 


soon silver bullion into com of a nominal 
value eice«dmg the co«t thereof shall be 
credited to a special fund denominated tb 
Silver-Proflt Fond. 
This fond shall b 


charged with • • the expense of dis 
tributing such silver coins as hereinafte 
provided." 


The mode for distribution silver coins 


the expense for doing which is provided fo 
in the above section, is prescribed in the 
following aeelioD. 3.527, which provides: 


"' .' * It shall be lawful, algo, to 


transmit parcels of the same (meaning sil 
ver coin) from time to time, to the assist- 
ant Treasurers, depositaries, and other offi 
cera of the United States. nnd»r genera 
rjgnlaUons proposed by the Director of the 
Mint, and approved by the Secretary of tb 
Treasury. 
«

' 


Thieie a direct provision of law for pay- 


ing the eipense of the transportation of 
•ilver coins from the Mints to snch Assist- 
ant Treasurers, depositaries, and other offi- 
cer* of the United States as may be reqnir- 
ed by the Direefcys of the -Mint, with the 
approval of the Secretary of the Treasury. 


This provision of law, M well ts that in 


the A<* of Febrnary 28, 1878, requiring the 
Secretary of the Treasury to pay the mar- 
ket price for silver bnllion, has been disre- 
garded b; the Director of the Mint so far 
as the Carson Mint is concerned. 
There 


ha* been deducted from the price paid for 
bnllion offered for sale at that Mint, sums 
•nfflcient to pay for tbe transportation of 
the coin reuniting from snch bullion to the 
Atlantic Coast,|withont regard as to whether 
such transportation was required or not. 


The Director of the Mint, in bis i nonal 


report for 1886, under title "Mint at Car- 
ton," a»ys: 


"For tone time prior to March, 1835, 


AMUUat Secretary French, Treasurer Wy- 


man and Director of the Mint Borchud, 
recommended acceptance of offers for aale 
of silver to be delivered at Carson only 


hen the rates were such that tbe cost of 


transporting the resulting coin to the At- 
lantic Coast, added lo tbe price of bnllion, 
wonU not exceed the cost at the Mints at 
Philadelphia and New Orleans." (Beport 
Secretary of the Treasury 1886, vol. 1, Fi- 
nance, p. 183.) 


It will be seen by Senate Executive Doc- 


ument Iko. 3, 24 session, 50th Congreu 
that^the Director of the Mint acted in ac- 
cordance with this recommendation. For, 
example, on March 5tb,ll885, three daya 
before the suspension of business at the 
Carson Mint, E. Williams, a banker of Car- 
son City, and the representative of several 
Comstock mines, offered 30,000 fine ounces 
of silver for eale at $1.06375 per fine ounce, 
which efler was accepted, and on the same 
day 295,000 fine ounces of silver was pur- 
chased from five different Eastern firms at 
prices ranging from $1.0746 per fine ounce, 
the latter price being $01085 more per fine 
ounce than was paid to Mr. Williams. 
But on April 9, 1885, Mr. Williams offered 
55,000 fine ounces of silver for gale at 
$1.0625 per fine ounce. This offer was 
nut accepted, although 400,000 fine ounces 
of silver was purchased on the same day 
from four Eastern firms at prices ranging 
from $1.0702 to $1 0733 per Sne ounce, 
Mr. Williams offered to sell silver bnllion 
on three other days after tbe above date 
for n>uch less, than was paid to Eastern 
parties on the same days, and on one occa- 
sion (April 23,1385,) be offered to sell bnll- 
ion for more than 2% cents less per fine 
ounce than was paid on that day to one of 
tbe Eastern bidders. Several other large 
purchases were made on this day at prices 
more than two cents per fine ounce greater 
than that for which Mr. Williams offered 
to sell. (See Sen. Ex. Doc. 3, 2d sess. 
50th Congress, pp. 102 to 105 ) 


This document shows that Mr. Williams 


made co more offers After May 6, 1385. 
Two days later the Superintendent of tbe 
Carson Mint was instructed by Department 
order, to discontinue tbe purchase of sil- 
ver bullion, notwithstanding snob bullion 
wag offered for sale at this Mint at prices 
from one to over 2% cents per fine ounce 
cheaper than was paid to Eastern bidders. 


The Director of tbe Mint states in his re- 


port for 1886, that on June 11, 1885, the 
Secretary of the Treasury "further directed 
that no silver be purchased (at the Carson 
Mint), except silver 'parted' from gold and 
deposits of mutilated United States coin, 
and also that a charge be imposed on de- 
posits of gold bullion to cover transporta- 
tion to tbt) Mint tit San Francisco." It is 
a little remarkab'e that the cost of trans- 
portation WAS not made large enough to 
cover transportation to New Orleans or 
Philadelphia. 


In this connection the inquiry arises." 


Why are the bullion producers of Nevada 
required to pay for transporting silver 
from 
that 
Slato to 
Philadelphia 
or 


New Orleans, neither of which are in bull- 
ion producing centers. Tbe mint at Carson 
City was established for tbe purpose of ac- 
commodating the mining interests and en- 
couraging the development of Ihe mines, as 
ahowa by tue debate lu the Senate during 
the consideration of tbe appropriation of 
1868, providing for the completion of the 
Mint. (See Congressional Globe, 2d ses- 
sion, 40th Congress, 1867-68, part 4, p. 
3,476.) 


As I have already shown, a special fund 


was provided to pay for the transportation 
of the coin produced at the several mints 
to snch points as tbe Government might 
desire, without imposing a charge npon 
the producers by deducting the cost of 
transportation from the price paid for the 
bullion. 
This 
unjust 
discrimination 


against the Carson Mint made it impossible 
for producers of silver bnllion to dispose 
of it at that mint without a loss, and is one 
of tbe reasons why sales of silver bnllion 
at that mint fall off and increased at New 
Orleans. 


A direct 
bonus was given to 
the 


producers of bullion if they would not sell 
at Carson. On page 185 (Beport Secy, 
Treas., 1886, vol. 1, Finance) the Director 
of the Mint says that it is "doubtless true 
that tbe cessation of deposits at tbe mint 
at Carson was largely due * * to the 
collection of a transportation charge from 
depositors for tbe cost of transportation of 
refined bnllitiu." 


The following table, taken from the re- 


port of the Director of the Mint for 1888, 
shows tbe value of tbe coinages at tbe Car- 
son mint from the time of its organization 
in 1870, and tbe value of tbe coinages at 
the New Orleans mint to and including the 
year 1887:

There was no coinage at tbe New Or- 


leans Mint from 1S62 to 1878, and coinage 
operations were discontinued at tbe Cur- 
«on Mint on March 8, 1885. 


It will be seen that it required the de- 


struction of tbe Carson Mint, located in a 
large mineral producing region, to create 
business for tbe Mint at New Orleans, in a 
cotton and sugar producing region, and a 
thousand miles from the nearest mines. 
The foregoing table shows that before the 
Coinage Act of Febrnary 28, 1878, went 
Into operation a considerable amount of 
coinage had been executed at the Carson 
Mint for several years; but after the pas- 


.ge of that Act the Director of the Mint 


assumed, in direct violation Of law, the 
power to so fix the price to be paid for sil- 
er bullion at tbe Carson Mict, and to 


make such other regulations as to embar- 
ass the operations of that Mint, and cause 
great fluctuations in the amount of coin 
irodnord by it, until finally tbe Director 


>f the Mint assigns the results of bis own 
iCtions in discriminating against this Mint 
as an excuse for cli sing it. 


Another flagrant discrimination against 


the Carson Mint was the.withdrfwal of ils 
bullion fund on May 30, 1885. 
The Di- 


rector of the Mint states in his report for 
1886, that on tbe day "the Secretary of 
Treasury authorizing the Treasurer of the 
United States to instruct tbe Superintend- 
ent of the Mint at Carson as well as As- 
sayers in charge of the United States assay 
offices other than at New York that here- 
after funds to be used by them for the pur- 
chase of bnllion would be placed with the 
Assistant Treasurer at New York and San 
Franciaeo." 


To deprive the Superintendent of the 


Carson Mint of funds with which to bny 
bullion was a very effective way of prevent- 
ing the sale of bullion at that place, and 
the Director of the Mint frankly says that 
it had the desired effect, as follows: 


"I took occasion to say that it was doubt- 


less true that tbe cessation of deposits at 
the Mint at Carson was largely due, first 
to the payment of depositors by draft in- 
stead of cash." 
* 


(Eep. Secy. Treas. 1886, vol. I, Finance, 
p. 185.) 


Carson City is as good a place to store 


coin as New Orleans, and there is no prac- 
tical difference in the distance between the 
two points so far as cost of transportation 
of coin to Washington or New York is con- 
cerned. The twelve-page argomentof the 
Director of the Mint in his report for 1887, 
to induce Congress to abolish the Carson 
Mint, discloses tbe various devices resorted 
to to defeat the design of Congress in es- 
tablishing this Mint, bnt it did not satisfy 
Congress tbat a Mint fairjy conducted 
ought not to exist at Carson; nor is it ap- 
parent that this argument that New Orleans 
is a better place for a Mint than Carson. 
It is true tbat after a large business was 
provided for tbe New Orleans Mint by dis- 
criminations in its favor and against tbe 
Carson 
Mint, 
tho coinage was less 


at New Orleans than at Carson. Tbe sim- 
ple reason is that the Carson Mint was re- 
quired to bear all tbe fixed charges of 
officers, laborers, etc., to conduct a Mint, 
while it was deprived of bullion to coin, 
while the New Orleans Mint was abund- 
antly supplied with bnllion from Nevada 
and other mining regions. It the Carson 
Mint had been treated as friendly as the 
New Orleans Mint there is no reason why 
coinage operations could not have been 
carried on as cheaply at the former as at 
the lattsr. 


A fair conntrnotion of tbe Statute makes 


it tbe pl.iin duty of the Treasury Depart- 
ment to operate the Mint at Carson as a 
Mint. There is no power conferred on the 
Secretary of tha Treasury or tbe Director 
of the Mint to discontinue coinage opera- 
tions at that institution. Mints are estab- 
lished and discontinued by law, and not by 
rulings of the Treasury Department. The 
argument of tbe Director that the Mint 
ought not to have been established, and 
that the reasons in,favor of the passsge of 
tbe Act to establish it were insufficient, is 
hardly within the duties of an Executive 
officer. His duty is to execute laws. The 
policy of enacting them belongs to another 
branch of the Government. The Direc- 
tor's argument having been made and -sub- 
mitted to Congress, and Congress having 
manifested its purpose to be directly 
opposite to the views of the Director by 
continued appropriations to carry on coin.' 
age operations at the Mint, I submit that 
it is time now for the Director to submit 
to the will of tbe Legislative Department 
and execute Ihe law, and I am inclined to 
think tbe Director does not differ from me 
in this opinion. 


The appropriation for the Carson Mint 


for the fiscal years 1888 and 1889 are each 
as follows: 


,'For salary of Superintendent, $3,000; 


for Assayer, 
Melter and Befiner, and 


Coiner, at $2,500 each; Assistant Assayer, 
Assistant Melter and Befiner, and Assist- 
ant Coiner, at $2.000 each; Chief Clerk, at 
$2,250; Cashier, Book-keeper and Weigh 
Clerk, at $2.000 each; Abstract Clerk, and 
Register of Deposits, at ¥1,800 each; As- 
sayer'a Computation Clerk, at $1,200; in 
all, $29,550. 


"For wages of workmen and adjusters, 


$60,000, 


"For incidental and contingent expenses, 
$25,000."

Each of the appropriations for the fiscal 


years 1888 and 1889 amount to $114,550, 
which ia the same amount tbat has been 
appropriated to conduct the Mint as a 
Mint for a ntimber of years. 


Before tbe establishment of the Carson 


Mint there wag a Mint at Dablonega, 
Georgia, and also one at Charlotte, North 
Carolina, besides the one at New Orleans. 
These Mints were useless, bat the Secre- 
tary of tbe Treasury did not asm ma the 
power to aMish them, The power to do 
so was given to him by tbe following 
proviso in the Act of July 23, 1866, mak- 
ing appropriations for the legislative, 
executive and judicial expenses of the 
Government. 


"Provided, That the Secretary of the 


Treasury be, and be is hereby authorized, 
at bis discretion, to remove the whole or 
any portion of tbe machinery, apparatus 
and fixtures of the branch Mint* of the 
United States at New Orleans, Charlotte, 
abd Dahlonrga, to such other branch 
Mints as in bis opinion may require the 
same, or at his discretion to discontinue 
the branch Mints at New Orleans. Char- 
lotte and Dablonega, and to dispose of the 
property belonging thereto, if he shall 
deem it expedient, at public section to tha 
highest bidder." (14 U. 8. fltat., p. 203.) 


The power to abolish the New Orleans! 


Mint waa not exercised, but by some strange 
freak the Cat son Mint has been made the 
victim. I submit that a mistake has been 
made and tbe wrong Mint abolished, and 
tbat the Act of July 23. 1866, authorizing 
tbe closing of tbe New Orleans Mint had 
no application to tbe Mint at Carson City. 


There are many regulations which might 


be made by tbe Secretary of tbe Ttnttaj 
to deprive the producers of bullion of tbe 
advantages of tbe Carson Mint, such •• ex- 
cessive charges for melting, refining and 
separating. I have heard many complaints 
of Ubfriendly discriminations by the Di- 
rector of tbe Mint against the Carson Mint 
besides those charging for transportation 
of coin and depriving the Superintendent 
of the Mint of money with which to pur- 
chase bnllion. I have not examined these 
complaint* in detail, bnt may have occas- 
ion to do eo hereafter. 


There is no reason why all tbe operations 


of the Carson Mint may not be conducted 


M cheaply as at any other Mint or assay 
office. The climate of Canon City is bet- 
ter for effective labor than that of New 
York, Philadelphia or Hew Orleans. The 
salaries paid to the officers of the Canon 
Mint arelese than thorepaid to the officials 
of any other Mint. The building and ma- 
chinery and all the appliances for operat- 
ing this Mint ate first-class, and there is 
no reason why It should ever have been 
discontinued. 


I respectfully ruquest tbat coinage oper- 


ations at tbe Carson Mint be returned, and 
tbat depositors of bullion shall be paid tbe 
same price for their bnllion at it paid at 
any other Mint or assay office of the 
United States; that the Superintendent 
shall be furnished money with which to 
pay for tbe bullion, and tbat there shall be 
no discrimination, whatever, made against 
the Carson Mint in regard to any of its op- 
eration* which do not pertain (o all the 
Mint* of the United States. There it no 
discrimination in the law, and I protest 
against any discrimination in the adminis- 
tration of it.

SENATOR PCGH'S VIKW8. 


B*> Thinks the Government Has No 


Bight to Reclaim Land*. 


SAN FBAHCISCO, May 11.—Senator Pngb, 


of Alabama, in an interview, stated that he 
was opposed to appropriations being made 
for irrigation, as the Government has no 
power to appropriate public money for 
reclaiming land for agricultural purposes. 
The fact of tbe Government undertaking 
to furnish water aa a fertilizer of deserts 
would open up an unlimited field for 
appropriations. It never will be an object 
of national concern to irrigate the detertt. 


The constitutional lawyers bave always 


maintained that the Government has no 
power to appropriate money for agricul- 
tural uses. 
The Government hat tbe 


right to appropriate money for making 
surveys and estimates so that individuals 
may obtain information and appropriate 
these lands in the best way for themselves. 
At the present time, and for yean to come, 
there would be no necessity for more land 
being brought into use, if all the nnooon- 
pied lands which have passed into private 
hands were worked. It was criminal for 
the Government to give away its public 
domain, bnt it must not try to rectify the 
error by an unconstitutional act. When 
the time arrives for irrigation, private 
capital will jump to meet the occasion us it 
always does when there is necessity for it.

Graphic Account of tbe Late Sevdr* 


Storm—Mountaineer* on Snow-Shoes 
Seek tbe Tillage*. 


All aocoan's agree that the recent storm 


i» the Sierra Nevada was never before 
equalled for fierceness ID the month of 
May. A correspondent at Emigrant Gap 
corroborates this opicioc, and fnrnisheii 
the Sacramento Becord-TJnion the follow- 
ing interesting description of the storm 
and incidents connected therewith in that 
section: 


Thinking that your many readers might 


be inteiesttd in an account oi the great 
storm that lately visited this section, and 
of jost how much of the "beautiful" that 
fell and now remains to dazzle, tbe eyts of 
a sojoorner in these elerated regions, I 
will say that on Saturday morning, the 4th, 
the snow began to come gently down, in- 
creasing ag the day advanced, and through 
the night. 
Sanday morning found bnt a 


slight sprinkle of snow on the ground, the 
old snow having lotg before disappeared, 
the ground being so warm as to melt it as 
fast as it fell. There wa», however, on 
the level ground from four to six inches of 
slash. On bundsy tbe enow came down 
thick- and fast, and the storm increased in 
violence nntil Monday, when it reached a 
point in fierceness rarely witnessed by tbe 
oldest inhabitants. In the early part of 
tbe evening there was a prospect oi its 
breaking away. This, however, proved to 
be only a feint, for in less than one hour it 
came down (though without wind) thicker 
and faster than ever, continuing almost 
incessantly until about 4 o'clock on Wed- 
nesday morning, and when tbe son rose in 
its splendor over the snow-clad peaks to 
the east, the pine trees, with their foliage 
covered and bending with their load of 
snow, presented to the bohOlder 


A SIGHT MAGNIFICENT 


In the extreme. Limbs not able to longer 
sustain tbeir loads wonld crack, break and 
precipitate their immense loads of snow 
down a hundred feet or more, rebonnding 
in clouds of crystals only to again fall and 
mingle with that which had preceded it. 


As the day advanced lumbermen, miners 
>1 woodcboppers, Who bad not been able 
. taoh tbe town for four days, began to 


pour in to get their mails, a "square meal," 
a little "grub," and a good deal of some- 
thing else, mixed in with cribbage, pedro 
and an occasional "four sees," which made 
our little town lively. The place is filled 
to overflowing, and still they come, and to 
one not accustomed to the mountains they 
came not as white men usually come—they 
cams with shoes twelve feet long and five 
inches wide, and with long poles or sticks 
in tbeir hands. True, they looked like

That yonr readers may un- 
derstand to what race of people they be- 
longed, I will endeavor to make it thus 
clear. The shoes are snowsboes, made ef 
wood and turned np in front like tbe runners 
of a sleigh. Upon these tbe men mount 
and work their way up the mountain sides, 
and when at the summit they slide down 
the other side at lightning speed. Tbe 
sun shining upon the snow blinds their 
eyes so that it would be impossible for 
them to see did they not take charcoal and 
blacken their cheeks; thus they are able 
to go in defiance of tne dazzling "the 
beautiful." 


A HEAvr FALL Or SNOW. 


Early In tbe morning some discussion 


was bad concerning tbe amount of snow 
that had fallen during the storm, BO the 
writer proceeded to measure, weigh and 
figure. The place selected was an average 
one, and by actual measurement the depth 
was found to be thirty-four inches. Then 
we cut out carefully a block, from tbe top 
to the ground 12 inches square. This 
measured 12x12 by 34 inches, tbe depth 
of the snow, which weighed 42 5 pounds. 
This, when reduced to water, wonld repre- 
sent a block of water 12x12, and 8.16 inches 
deep, thus showing that tbe snow now on 
tbe ground, if converted into water, would 
cover the ground by a sheet 9.16 inches 
deep. 


WHAT IT EEPBE9ENTS AS WATEB. 


It has been satisfactorily demonstrated 


that it requires from twelve to fourteen 
inches of snow to produce one mob of water. 
Tbis being the case we can readily see that 
tie snow on the ground this morning rep- 
resented over eigbt feet of snow, falling in 
ordinary Winter weather. 
Bat we must 


bear m mind that the snow falling in tbe 
first twenty-four boars does not enter into 
this computation, it having all melted away; 
so, allowing that bad the ground been cov- 
ered with snow when this storm commenced, 
there wonld have fallen in twenty-four 
hours at least twelve inches. This wonld 
make the total snowfall of the storm over 
nine f«et, equal to 9.16 inches of water. 


There is no record of such a fall of snow 


in May, and men who have lived here for 
nearly forty years have nq recollection of 
ever having seen snob a storm at this season 
of the year. Business, in consequence of 
the storm, will be considerably retarded, 
and stock men who drive their stock over 
tbe mountains will suffer serious annoyance 
from tbe great depth of snow which will 
confront them when nearing tbe Summit.
